Let us act 
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Jewry: Week by Week 


“ Tae sufferings of Polish Jewry have reached such proportions,” 
said Rabbi Professor Schorr, of Warsaw, at an 

GRAVE PLIGHT Ort-Oze meeting in London this week, “ that its 
OF POLISH very existence is jeopardised.” We invite the 
JEWRY earnest attention of our readers to his speech, of 
which a report appears in our news columns. It 

confirms the worst impressions which visitors have brought back 
from Poland—impressions of a community of three million souls, 
the largest Jewish community in Europe, being sucked slowly and 
with tragic inevitability into a bog of destitution and despair. 
Not only leading Jews in Poland itself, said Rabbi Schorr, 
but Jews in other lands have become greatly alarmed. “ A long and 
hard winter faces us,” he went on to say. “Help the Oze to feed 
the starving Jewish children in Poland. Help the Ort to provide 
the Jewish adolescents with an honest trade which will save them 
from street peddling, beggary and moral degradation.” We cannot 
resist that pathetic appeal. The Polish problem has assumed such 
dimensions that only a heart of stone could remain unmoved by it. 


We do not forget that we have before us the grave problem of the 
German as well as the Polish Jews. Has not the time come for the 
combination of thetwo in a new rescue campaign? Nosingle Jewry by 
itself can hope to make any deep impression on the vast difficulties 
they present. Certainly it seems vain for the small organisa. 
tions in this country, which have hitherto, with much public spirit, 
concerned themselves with Poland, to expect the results which they 
no doubt desire. There seems only one course in the present 
distressing emergency. Let the Jews of the British Empire and 
American Jewry get together in a great movement for the succour 
of their brethren both in Germany and Poland. They are the two 
communities upon whom the chief reliance must be placed. Such 
a step would lift what we may call our appeal methods and policies 
on to a new plane, and perhaps revive waning public interest. There 
is scant time to lose. Perhaps Mr. Laski will have something tosay 
on the prospects of such a scheme upon his return from the United 
States. 


WE commented, last week, upon the attack on the Chief Rabbi 
in which Dr. Bernard Homa, the Chairman of 
the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations, 
indulged at a meeting in the East End; and we 
took occasion to lay down two principles which 
we believed might help to guide the Community in the religious 
controversy which seemed imminent. These were: (1) That 
the maximum degree of unity is imperative in the public 
interest; and (2) that unity must not, and perhaps cannot, 
be interpreted as uniformity. We are glad to observe that Dr. 
Homa, in a letter which he addresses to us this week, readily 
concurs in both these postulates. But we went on to urge that 
religious liberty, the right of Jewish congregations to dissent, must 
not be used in a manner that creates friction, and on the justice of 
this limitation Dr. Homa is unfortunately silent. Instead, he 
repeats the very old parrot-cry that the Chief Rabbi has assumed 
the réle of an “ Archbishop of Canterbury.” As an example of Dr. 
Hertz’s Archiepiscopal ambitions he adduces the alleged practice 
of the Chief Rabbi in attempting to force Synagogues which desire 
a Marriage Secretary to acknowledge his jurisdiction. Dr. Homa 
maintains that we are mistaken in our contention that only 
arguinent is used in these matters, and that if this fails the congre- 
gations are allowed without more ado to receive the marriage 
facilities they ask. He insists that Dr. Hertz only yields to threats of 
legal action. That does not tally with our information. We pointed 
out that in the vast majority of applications for a marriage secretary 
no difficulty has arisen, and that only three instances are recorded 
during the past three Chief Rabbinates in which the opposition of 
Congregations has been pressed to the bitter end. The qualifica- 
tions which Dr. Homa attempts to impose upon this simple state- 
ment of fact cannot really be taken seriously, and the persistent 


talk of archiepiscopal tyranny is only calculated to create ill-will 
and disunion., 


HAVE WE AN 
ARCHBISHOP ? 


IN the interests of Judaism in this country, Dr. Homa calls for

“continue on its own path, but as far as London as a whole is

possible.” The plain meaning of these statements would seem to be 
that the Union of Orthodox Congregations seeks an opportunity 
to gear up the Beth Din to its own conceptions of Orthodox practice. 
It is questionable whether that body, acting on such lines, would 
“command the respect of all Orthodox Jews,” and so far from the 


Chief Rabbi's authority being strengthened, as Dr. Homa argues, the 
Union's proposals, we have reason to believe, would turn the alleged 
Archbishop into a very humble curate indeed. In a word, Dr. Homa's 
plan looks dangerously like an attempt to press his own brand of 
Orthodoxy on other sections of thought, and to infringe the principle 
of “ unity rather than uniformity” which we laid down, and of which 
he expresses his approval. If he is sincere, as we are sure he is, in 
his desire to spread Orthodoxy as he understands it, we venture to 
suggest that his best means are the spoken and the printed word, 
the synagogue, the school, and the platform. To those means he has 
every right! 


Ir was a happy inspiration which brought Jewish Headmasters 
together in conference to consider how best to 
BRINGING include the subject of Palestine in the curriculum 
PALESTINE TO of their schools. We lave only to glance at 
THE CHILDREN other countties and communities, and the manner 
in which the interest of pupils is cultivated and, 
in some cases, their mind wrought upon, to realise how greatly 
behind we have been in such things. Our neglect may be due to 
timidity, or failure of imagination, or some other cause. But 
whatever the explanation, we are glad that we are about to “ change 
all that.” Palestine is destined to become the hub of Jewish life, 
and no Jewisit education is complete without knowledge of the 
miracle that is being enacted there, of the meaning of Eretz Yisrael 
in Jewish life everywhere, and its significance for our future. 
The Conference revealed that Jewish children must be made 
Palestine-conscious. As Palestine is advancing under the protective 
wing of Britain, is this not another way of linking love of the 
Empire with affection for the old ancestral home? The most 
satisfactory feature of the Conference was that its discussion was 
practical; the least was that it gave point to the regret that the 
time at the teachers’ disposal is so limited. The answer to this 
disability was given by the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom—more Jewish 
Day Schools. We congratulate the Jewish National Fund on calling 
the Conference. 


IN a leading article under this heading last month, we thought 
it our duty to protest against certain Zionist 
JEWS AND THE utterances which seemed to bear an anti-British 
PALESTINE tinge. Our Jerusalem contemporary, DOoaAR 
MANDATORY Hayom, takes us to task on this account. While 
admitting that we “ wrote in good faith and out 
of devotion to Zionism,” it complains that we rated too highly what 
was mere irresponsible talk. We would only point out that, however 
irresponsible the utterances were to which we took exception, we 
were not alone in our realisation of the evil uses to which such talk 
might be put by mischief-makers. Indeed, we were only following 
in the footsteps of Dr. Weizmann himself, as our leading article 
made clear. We are glad, however, to have our contemporary’s 
assurance, and deduce, with pleasure, from its comments, that it is 
itself free from the errors to which we thought it right tocall 
attention. This attitude on the part of an important Jewish 
Palestine Daily has a significance which should not be missed, and 
we readily place it on record for the benefit of all who are, in one 
way or another, interested in Eretz Yisrael.

Dr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE writes: 


By the death of Lady Rothschild, the Jewish Association for the 
Protection of Girls and Women has suffered a great loss. When the 
Association was founded in 1885 at the instigation and instance of 


_ her cousin, Lady Battersea, she became its President, an office she 


filled, therefore, for just on fifty years. From the very first she 
took the deepest interest in all its varied doings, and this interest she 
maintained uninterruptedly till the end. Mr. A. R. Moro, a valiant 
worker from the start, happily among us as a valiant worker still, was 
in frequent communication with her ; each yearly Report was always 
submitted to her for criticism and approval up till, I think, 1932. She 
paid regular visits to Charcroft House, and her visits were alwavs 
cherished and looked forward to. It is only a few weeks ago that I 
wrote to her about the necessity of a Jubilee Appeal ; and she replied 
immediately, in her own beautifully clear hand, approving of 
the Appeal, regretting that she could fot take such an active 
part as formerly in the work, but assuring me that her warm 
interest in the Association continued unabated. We all of us 
I think, realised that in her we had a head of a special and 
unusual kind. All who came even into the briefest contact 
with her felt that they were in the presence of somebody 
, who was by nature, and not merely by position, a leader, a 
president, a chief—one under whom all were glad and proud to serve. 
One felt that she was the same person to everybody, just, gentle, 
gracious, distinguished, sympathetic, full of simple dignity, one 
might imagine, with the highest in the land and, certainly, with no 
touch of condescension to the lowest. The officers and workers in 
our Association will, I think, all seek to honour her memory by 
trying to do their best for the cause, which she for fifty years had 
60 keenly and unfeignedly at heart. 


LESSONS FROM THE SIDRA 


Short Cuts by the 
Way of the Philistines

God led them not by the way of the Philistines, although that 
was near. It was a comparatively short journey from Egypt to 
Palestine if one followed the direct route through the land of the 
Philistines: a few days would have sufficed to bring Israel to 
the promised land; but the journey took forty years. When we 
think of the toil and the hardships and the tragedy of all these 
long years of wandering, we remember that some divine purpose 
must have ordered such a circuitous route. Nor are we left to 
guess the reason. God's mercy watched over a people lately freed 
from the yoke of the oppressor; a march through the land of the 
Philistines would have brought them face to face with a people 
skilled and equipped in the arts of warfare, and in a brief space 
of time Israel would have received a death blow to all his hopes, 
and the return to Egypt of a scattered and disgruntled mob would 
have defeated the purpose of the exodus. It is not in such ways 
that God effects his purpose. It was a mixed multitude that left 
Egypt; God was preparing a disciplined army of followers. It 
took one day to take Israel out of Egypt; it took forty years to 
take Egypt out of Israel. Had Canaan been reached in a few days 
what an undisciplined rabble would have settled in the promised 
land. It would have been Egypt transplanted to another soil. 
Between Egypt and the conquest of Palestine was Sinai. It took 
forty years of suffering and disillusionment before the people were 
ready for the land; but.the long period of delay was worth all the 
hardship incidental to the journey. There is always an easy way— 
but it is the way of the Philistines. 

If we think of the story of the world in its wider sense we see 
bow true this is. We think of the slow process by which man has 
attained to his present knowledge. God, had he so willed, could 
have revealed the secrets of the universe from the very beginning. 
They were all there ready to be grasped had man been fitted to seize 
them. We pride ourselves on being far advanced in the acquisition 
of knowledge, on being further than our fathers; we know to-day 
so many things which were hidden from them; we have discovered 
the secrets of nature, and science has become our servant 
so that we have powers which were hitherto undreamed of. ,We 
may ask why all this knowledge, which to us seems so natural’ and 
necessary to our being, has come to the world gradually instead of 
all being part of one great revelation. The answer is to be foundin 
the truth that God educates the world so that man by this process 
of discipline fits himself to receive the gradual manifestations of the 
power of God. If we think we have made nature our servant, there 
was a time when nature may have been our master. There have been 
sufferings and sacrifices in the cause of science as great as Israel 
endured in the desert; and only by patient searching have men 
succeeded in unravelling the mysteries. Norin the narrower sphere 
of individual lives will wise men fail to recognise the value of 
that discipline which has led them through arduous and some- 
times devious ways towards their destined goal. Expediency may 
often have pointed to a short cut; men have often preferred the way 
of the Philistines which was near so that life’s journey may be 
shortened and the path made easier, but those who have found their 
promised land will have to confess that it was attained by a road 
that was full of difficulty and setbacks ; and they will gladly acknow- 
ledge that all the struggle and hardship was well worth endurance 
if only for its disciplinary value and its strengthening of human 
character. 

We may apply this lesson of the avoidance of the short cut 
to our religious training. Religion cannot ever be an easy thing 
if we think of it asa discipline, and least of all can Judaism be 
an easy religion. If we follow it by the way of the Philistines 
because it is near,we can make if an easy religion. The way of 
the Philistines is to ignore every obstacle that stands in the way 
of our satisfaction, to trample on traditions and to pursue the 
path of least resistance. That is a way which some will prefer 
to follow, and like the danger in the days of old when Israel left 
Egypt, the first contact with the Philistines means Jewish annihila- 
tion and a denial of Jewish right to live. The Jewish approach to 
God lies along a road strewn with difficulties which the wise man 
will not readily shun. It is a way which demands sacrifice and 
self-denial’ and the will to surrender personal comfort for the 
attainment of an ideal. To live a Jewish life has never been 
easy, and to-day it is increasingly difficult. The conditions of 
modern life and all the struggle for existence in this modern world 
seem to dictate that the way of the Philistines is the only wise 
route to follow if we are to win our place in the battle; but happily 
there are those who still prefer the longer route albeit that it is full 
of opposition. If we are prepared to surrender all that Judaism has 
given us and all that it has taught at the first appearance of danger 
we have no right to hope for the promised land. If we are ready to 
sacrifice our Sabbath at the first threat of the overpowering machine 
of modern commercial demands we may bow before the dictates of 
expediency, but we are in reality making a concession to the way 
of the Philistines.

There is not a nation which loses heart, be its perplexities 
ever so bewildering or its misfortunes ever so painfula, Even the 
(retman people is trying, more Teutonico, to pull itself together and 
reassert itself among the peoples. Its leadership may be execrable, 
its objective dangerous, and its methods damnable. But its boldness 
is undeniable, to the point of taking grave risks, and it can be said 
for Germany that it has not yielded to a despair bred of overthrow 
from its once proud position. Fas est ab hoste doceri. We Jews may 
learn from the enemy as from the rest of the nations. We have to 
capture the spirit of fortitude, to learn to wrestle with our problem, 
aud to unmake tragedies as best our power permits. To reverse 
an old saying: Where there's hope, there's life. More useful 
than bemoaning our lot is the steady resolve to better it. Systems 
are fluid and dictatorships pass. Freedom, as General Smuts said 
in that noble oration of his, is in danger, and the road to 
Cwsarism lies clear. “The danger. signals are up in many 
colours and many lands.” But the orator proclaims himself 
au optimist at heart. Liberty is slumbering, not dead. ~The 
present phase will pass and a new renascence of the European 
spirit will follow’’—a renascence in whose fruits the Jews may 
share. Jews may be without arms, but the conscience of nations 
may not for ever be stilled. Above all, they have never been 
without faith in their own future. There is no need to abandon 
that faith to-day. The movement of the world, said the old 
philosopher Plato, is from brute force to freedom . . . from com. 
pulsion to persuasion. But faith demands the courage to persevere 
in it even against heavy disappointments. “The declaration of 
Pericles in his great funeral oration,” to quote the General once 
again, “holds for all time: ‘Happiness is Freedom, and Freedom 
is Courage.’ And for us Jews, courage is the determination to 
persevere, to toil on hopefully in constructive and reconstructive 
work, to shun the quackeries of reaction, to proclaim with stout 
heart and unaggressively the immortal truths of our religion never 
so vital as on this day, to preserve our pride in our past, to up- 
hold our racial traditions, and to trample on insincerities, apathy, 
super-patriotism, cowardice, and the whole crop of noxious weeds 
which flourishes amain among us.

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Jewish Historical Society 


Lecture by Mr. Hilary Jenkinson 


Mr. HILARY JENKINSON, of the Public Record Office, delivered a 
lecture, illustrated by lantern slides, on “Medieval Jewry in 
English Records,” at a meeting of the Jewish Historical Society of 
England in the Gustave Tuck Theatre, University College, Gower 
Street, W.C., on Monday evening. 

The President of the Society, the Rey. MICHAEL ADLER, moveda 
vote of condolénce with the family of the late Lady Rothschild. Mr. 
Adler, introducing the lecturer, said that Mr. Jenkinson was a member of 
their Coun®, and he had rendered a great deal of valuable service to the 
Society. 

Mr. JENKINSON pointed out that in the early period of Jewish history 
in this country—at the end of the 12th century, they had a state of affairs 
where the Jew was, comparatively speaking, on equal terms with the 
Christian, and they found the Jew owning land and enjoying most of the 
mivantages which his Christian contemporaries enjoyed. Jewish references 
were therefore to be looked for in the ordinary series of records. Among 
the rolls exhibited was one recording that a Sheriff was summoned to show 
why he did not give a certain Jew full possession of a piece of land, the 
Jew having claimed it in forfeit of a debt. The court found that the Jew 
Was correct and the Sheriff was fined. It was a perfectly simple case for 
the recovery of a piece of land, conducted as though the plaintiff had been 
a Christian, 

Upon the question of usury, it was true, said Mr. Jenkinson, that the 
practice of lending money at interest was one in connection with which 
the vast proportion of medieval references to Jews in records were made, 
It was true, also, that the Church by excluding the Jew from most of the 
activities which were open to the Christian, and by making usury unlawful 
to Christians, left it only for Jews, in theory at any rate, to practise it. 
It was true that the fact that all Jews were engaged in this profession 
was undoubtedly the reason for their medieval unpopularity, but that 
did not mean that the Jews at that time were the only persons who were 
practising usury. 

An important part of the history of the relations of the Crown and of 
the people in this country turned on the difficulty that the Crown was so 
often experiencing in making its existing revenue resources sufficient to 
cover the public services which it required to perform. This first section 
of what he called the Jewish Chapter—the period when Jews were 
mivancing money to the Crown just as Christians had advanced it 
previously~—was an extremely important one, 

Slides were next shown of mid-thirteenth century bonds to Jews. 

With regard to tallage, Mr. Jenkinson said that, in the beginning, the 
Crown was entitled to exact tallage from Christians on certain occasions, 
and took advantage of that privilege as often as it could. Tallage marked 
the next stage in the relations of the Crown with the medieval Jews of 
England. Since the Jews had it in their power to produce so much money 
for the Crown, something had to be done to see that the bonds were safe- 
guarded. Accordingly, there came into existence a system of local chests 
and the administration of them by a central organisation, The Exchequer 
of the Jews was always a branch of the Royal Exchequer and nota 
separate institution, althongh it functioned separately and had certain 
special features, including experts who were acquainted with Jewish 
affairs. 

A number of slides of unpublished documents resulting from the 
activities of this organisation were shown. 

Mr. J. M. RICH proposed a vote of thanks to the lecturer, which was 
seconded by the Rev, M. ROSENBAUM.

“The Jew in Modern Fiction” 


LECTURE BY MR. M, J, LANDA 


Mr. M, J, Landa, at the Kingsway Hall on Saturday evening, delivered 
a lecture under the auspices of JOHN O' LONDON’s Literary Circle on “The 
Jew in Modern Fiction.” Mr. A. L. Easterman presided. 

In the course of his address, Mr. LANDA said that to his mind, Gertrude 
Millin was, to-day, the one Jewish writer (in the British Empire) who had 
struck a new lode. Born in Lithuania, she had lived in South Africa since 
babyhood, and understood Jews and Gentile, white and black, with 
amazing thoroughness. She had adeep and true understanding of the 
complexities of different peoples and could express the feelings aroused 
by their contacts in modern life with skill, with shrewdness and with 
sympathy. In “The Coming of the Lord” (1928) she had brought Aryan 
and Semite and Negro into contact with rare understanding of all three. 

Mr. Landa cited from a number of books to show how the Jewish 
characters were depicted and asked : “Suppose I wrote a novel of English 
life of to-day and depicted the Englishman as the ignorant, coarse, and 
brutal fellow ho was in the medieval days—aye; in Shakespeare’s time 
and even later. Yet the Jew is treated as if immutable in the midst of 
evolutionary and legislative changes, unaffected by normal or cataclysmic 
events. He is the villain and the comic relief, defying all laws . . , 
always an Asiatic, although for generations the majority have lived in 
Europe ; always an alien, although he has been in seme countries longer 
than their ‘ natives’ ; always a lingual defective. although for ages he has 
been @ translator and interpreter of great value: badly mannered although 
in his detractors the same offences are virtues; a sweater, as ifno Factory 
Acts, trade unions and inspectors and trade boards existed ; an immigrant 
as if the Aliens Act of 1905 and the war and post-war enactments had not 
closed the gates. It is not the Jew but the Judeophébe who obdurately 
remains rooted in ignorant superstition, And, of course no Christian ever 
worshipped the golden calf!” 

Recent novels based on German events, he said,-had been marked by 
fine sympathy and truer understanding. This was so in “ The Cross of 
Peace,” by Sir Philip Gibbs (1933); “German Family,” by L. C. N. Stone 
(1934); and .“Crooked Cross,” by Sally Carson (1934). Even Hilaire 
Belloc, who had been one of the most pronounced anti-Semitic writers for 
years, had changed his attitude because he had seen that anti-Semitism 
was not merely anti-Jewish, but anti-religious, anti-Christian,

Paper swastikas were stuck on the name-plates of Jewish 
doctors and lawyers. In villages, placards appeared announcing that 
Jews were not desired. Notices that “no Jews are tolerated 
here,’ were exhibited in hotels and inns. Jewish houses were 
watched to prevent the loan of motor-cars to convey voters to the 
poll. Herr Mozer, lying in the Tuberculosis Hospital at Saar- 
briicken, was maltreated for changing a Nazi poster over his bed 
to a sfatus quo poster. At Saarlouis, Jewish houses were raided 
and searched—even a house where a Jewess was known to be lying 
dangerously ill. At St. Wendel, the show window of a Jewish store 
was broken. In Saarbriicken itself, crowds tried to attack a Jewish 
café, shouting: “Down with the Jews!" Jews were visited at 
home and threatened with reprisals if they voted for the status quo. 

It is mainly to intimidation of this sert that the special corre 
spondent of the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN attributes the utter rout of 
the United Front. In a survey of the result of the election. he 
writes: “The intimidation of political opponents began soon after 
Hitler became Chancellor nearly two years ago. It has been on the 
increase ever since, but this last week it was intensified in so many 
ways and became 60 all-pervading and all-embracing that the spirit 
of the United Front was simply destroyed. A psychosis was 
created by all the arts, both crude and subtle, of which the 
Nazis are such masters, a psychosis made up, above all, of 
fear and of the anticipation of inevitable defeat. ow 2Ee 
forms of intimidation practised here have been described in 
previous messages in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, but no words 
could convey how fear-inspiring and at the same time paralysing 
this intimidation was. The chief instrament of intimidation was, 
of course, the threat of what would happen after the plebiscite. 
This instrument was used with such skill that many supporters of 
the status quo already saw themselves in concentration camps, all the 
more so as Nazi plans for working at least one such camp (at Neun. 
kirchen) were already far advanced. A mass fear was produced, so 
that by Sunday morning whole districts felt that they would be 
safer if they voted collectively for union with Germany. Thus it 
was that even the secrecy of the ballot began to lose its meaning. 

Saarlander Jews came to vote from distant countries. One of 
them, Hans Fréhlich, came 7,000 miles from Johannesburg, and 
alleged that he had been threatened in Cape Town and insulted on 
the voyage. Another Jew, Herr Fischel, came from Buenos Ayres. 
announcing his intention to vote for Germany. His expenses were 
paid by the German Consulate in Buenos Ayres. Other “ patriotic” 
Jews were brought by the Nazis from Germany. Their fare was. 
paid and they were provided with lodgings and Kasher food. A 
Nazi official, Herr Koenig, has been making a list of such Jews “ for 
protection.” He has also been making an official list of the other 
Jews. 


Saar Rabbi Declares a Fast 


Dr. Rilf, Rabbi of Sarbriicken, proclaimed polling day as a fast- 
day. 

’ Inthe Tuesday night celebration of the Nazi victory, jeering and 
threatening crowds gathered outside Jewish shops. One shop had 
its door smeared with red paint; pasted beside it was a notice: 
“The Saar is German, the Saar is Free.” Jewish children were 
hooted in the streets. In the carnival procession there were four 
Nazis dressed as Jews, who tore their raiment and lamented, to the 
intense enjoyment of the crowd. 

Many employers are already theatening to dismiss their Jewish 
employees and the boycott of Jewish shops is in full progress. Small 
wonder that the stream of emigrants is rapidly widening to a 
torrent. Jewish capital has been flowing into France for some 
weeks: its owners are now following. Bruno Weil, the well-known 
German-Jewish lawyer, has advised the Saarland Jews who were 
born and bred there to stand their ground. “The time will come 
when you will come into your own.” One cannot believe 
it. Nor can one put faith in the heroic words of the 
United Front leaders that they intend to stay in the Saar, and “will 
endeavour to protect the liberty of the workers and ensure the 


‘ safety of the Jews.” One wonders, for instance, if there can be any 


hope for the small group of Staatenlose Jews who are now in the 
Saar, having been expelled both from Germany and France. 

The Dutch Government has issued instructions forbidding the 
entrance of refugees into Holland, on the ground of its high 
unemployment figures. As Holland does not border on the Saar 
and France does, the Government considers that the humanitarian 
task of relief belongs to France. Instructions have been sent to 
the frontier guards. 

France has accepted the challenge bravely. For many weeks 
now, capital has been transferred from the Saarto France. Then 
France took the smooth: now she is uncomplainingly taking the 
rough. Any number between 3,000 and 50,000 refugees are expected, 
but 20,000 is the latest reliable estimate. Only a French Consulate 
visa is required by Saarlanders wishing to cross the frontier, M. 
Magny, the Director of the Sareté Nationale, states that emigrants 
will first be sheltered in four large temporary camps near the 
frontier, in which no one will be allowed to stay for more than forty- 
eight hours. Accommodation has been prepared for large numbers 
in the neighbourhood of Toulouse and Bordeaux, but he emphasises 
that sojourn here also is to be considered provisional, since it is 
for the League to decide what is to be done for the emigrants. 
There will be strict control to see that they do not remain in Paris 
or in Alsace-Lorraine. The Socialist municipality of Roubaix, near 
the Belgian frontier, has offered to settle 5,000 emigrants. The 
Jewish organisations are playing their part. Two hundred refugees 
have already been accommodated at Foix and thirty at Forbach, 
where a special Commissariat for Refugees has been established. 

M. Guy Brun, the French Consul in Saarbriicken, issued about 
800 visas early Wednesday morning. Then the supply of forms gave 
out. He said that even if all those who had voted for the status quo 
(46,518) applied for visas, he would grant them, 
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M. Flandin’s Promise 


M. Flandin, the French Premier, has issued a statement on the 
result of the election, in the course of which he says: ‘ The most 


delicate problem will be the possible migration of Saarlanders, but— 


this has been most carefully studied and prepared for, as far as we 
are concerned, by the Inter-Ministerial Commission over which M. 
Herriot presided. But, above all, this question interests the League 
of Nations. The League has the duty of protecting against all 
possible eventual reprisals those who did not vote for the re-attach- 
ment to Germany. I am furthermore persuaded that the German 
Government will take steps to show in the eyes of the world that 
they know how to respect the rights of minorities, and at the same 
time to avoid the migration of Saarlanders. France, on her side, 
will not close frontiers to fugitives who believe themselves 
threatened, but she hopes ardently that such circumstances will 
not occur.” 

An appeal for protection has also been addressed to the League 
by the Rabbi of Saarbriicken and a Jewish delegation. The Vaad 
Leumi has cabled to the League from Jerusalem, urging the 
necessity of the League protecting the Jews in the Saar. A similar 
cable has been sent by the Palestine League of Nations Society to 
other League of Nations Societies and to prominent political 
personalities abroad. The Anti-Hitlerist Committee in Warsaw is 
arranging for all Jewish communities in Poland to cable to the 
League, and the Committee of Jewish Delegations is sending a 
representative to Geneva. In the absence of Dr. N. Goldmann, the 
President, in Palestine, M. Effroykin will go. A big meeting of 
Austrian Jewry was called for yesterday in Vienna. “Save the 
Jews of the Saar !"’ was the subject, and representatives of all Jewish 
organisations in Vienna were to speak.

There was an increase in:‘the export of raw materials and finished 
goods, especially to Russia, Holland, Denmark and Finland, The 
export to Rumania, Austria, Brazil and the United States showed a 
considerable improvement. 

The total passenger traffic of the Hamburg-America Line and 
the North German Lloyd for the first eight months of last year 
amounted to 71,595 passengers as compared with 82,409 for the same 
period of 193838. 

The German review Der RING publishes a fully documented 
article by Professor Gerhart Menz on the state of book-publishing 
in the Third Reich. The Professor admits that there has been a 
falling-off in the book-trade as well as in publishing. After the war 
the production of books in Germany increased, until a very marked 


decline set in with the advent of the Nazi regime. Menz gives the

The author seeks to account for these figures by the world crisis 
and the falling-off in the foreign demand for German books. He 
states, however, that even within Germany itself the demand has 
greatly decreased. In 1929 the book-trade realised 660 million 
marks ; and in 1933, 375 million. 

The serious effects of the boycott have for some time now been 
admitted by the Nazi leaders. Speaking at a mass meeting of the 
Party in Northern Westphalia Dr. Bernhard Kohler said ; “the foreign 
world had the opportunity, and took it, of smashing our exports, 
preventing the import of-important raw materials and creating for 
us all sorts of trading difficulties.” Dr. Kéhler should know, for he 
is the Reich Leader of the Party's Commission for Economic and 
Political Questions. Dr. Frick, Minister of the Interior, wrote in the 
VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER: “There is no doubt that the boycott 
agitation, in conjunction with the general world economic crisis, 
has made things extremely difficult for German economy, and hence 
for the German worker in his struggle for his livelihuod. Many 
German workers could be in employment to-day, if the boycott 
propaganda did not take their daily bread from them.” 

Yet to every speech and article that has been delivered and 
written admitting the success of the boycott there has been a 
peroration in the nature of a call to arms. ‘Our opponents are 
mistaken,” wrote Dr. Frick, “if they think they will by such 
temporary events divert us from our far-seeing aims.’ “We must 
enter on a.big battle . .. "said Dr. Kohler,“ .. . the 
great aim of our economic revival will succeed.” _ 

The battle has already been joined on many fronts: in England 
by the establishment of a German Chamber of Commerce; in South 
Africa and elsewhere by the successful negotiation of barter agree- 
ments. As far as we are aware no Jews have joined the Chamber 
of Commerce, and one anticipates that the South African Govern- 
ment may have difficulty in distributing the bartered German goods 
if Jewish firms refuse to handle them. 

A postscript not without humour is provided by the following 
story: In July, 1919, the Dutch “ Zuivel-Export-Vereenigung ” 
registered a violet swastika as the trade-mark on their cheese. 
This line of business has suffered so much during the last year 
from the unpopularity of this symbol that the firm has now lodged 
a legal complaint against the German Nazi Party for infringement 
of their trade-mark. We are informed that similar action has been

Important Legal Decisions 


A still more remarkable decision has been handed down by 
the Labour court inthe city of Augsburg. In that city a Jewish 
firm has passed into the hands of “Aryans.” The firm had two 
Jewish employees among many non-Jews. It was part of the 
contraet between the old and the new owners of the business 
that the two Jews were to remainin their positions. But among 
the first acts of the new owners upon taking over the business was 
the dismissal of the Jewish employees on the ground that their 
presence had diminished the income of the firm, since a good 
many German customers would not enter a shop where Jews were 
employed. The owners also claimed that the Nazi “cell” in the 
shop definitely demanded the dismissal of the two Jews. The 
decision of the Court was that the reduction in the business of the 
new-comers could in no way be ascribed to the employment of 
the Jewish clerks. Even if there was a so-called silent boycott on 
the part of some Nazis against Jewish firms, this boycott was not 
directed against the Jewish employees working for a living but only 
against the owners of the shops. If the firm had lost business, it 
was probably due to other causes. The Nazi “cell” had no right 
whatsoever to demand the dismissal of the Jews, for this court also 
decided that the Aryan paragraph applies only to State institutions 
and not to private enterprises. 

The significance of both of these court decisions consists not so 
much in the orders to re-instate the Jewish workers but in the 
clear and definite opinions of the courts defining and limiting the 
application of the Aryan paragraph. Never before have German 
courts stated their opinions in such clear and definite terms that 
the Aryan paragraph does not apply to private enterprises and that 
it was not.the intention of the Government to deprive working 
Jews ofa living. Whether or not these decisions are signs of a 
new tendency in Germany, they are in themselves a welcome 
indication that at least the German Judiciary is beginning to free 
itself from some of the coarser forms of anti-Jewish discrimination. 

Another significant event which seems to indicate that new 
tendencies are astir in Germany is the order which has now been 
issued by the Nazi Labour Front providing that, in the future, 
Jewish employees are to be under the jurisdiction of the Labour 
Front, although they still cannot be members of that organisation. 
‘The signifieance of this new order for Jewish workers can hardly 
be over-estimated. For the Labour Front in Germany is the 
German Trade Union Federation and a State Institution combined 
in one. No worker in Germany can, in fact, obtain work without 
membership of this organisation, still less have the legal 
and social benefits which organised Labour enjoys everywhere 
in Europe. Membership of the Labour Front is limited to 
“ Aryans’ only; thus, Jewish workers were hitherto completely 
eliminated from the benefits of this organisation and theoretically 
even from the possibility of engaging in work. It was clear thata 
situation of this kind had to be regulated somehow, for in spite of 
the dismissals of tens of thousands of Jewish employees there are 
still thousands. of other Jewish workers left in Germany, and 
their number is bound to increase owing to the new Umschichtung 
movement (re-training) which is directing thousands of former 
professional men into the ranks of skilled labour, 

The present order of the Labour Front is the first attempt to 
deal with this problem of Jewish Labour in Germany. It provides 
that the offices of the German Labour Front represent the legal 
and economic interests of non-members of the Front as well as of 
members. While this does not as yet confer upon the Jewish 
workers the full benefits of the Labour Front, it is, however, a 
recognition that the interest of the * non-Aryan ” workers must also 
be taken into consideration, and as such is a step inthe direction of 
the protection of Jewish Labour. If carried out faithfully, this 
order is likely to have a tremendous effect on Jewish life in 
Germany by directing those thousands of Jews who have been 
deprived of a livelihood by the various Nazi anti-Jewish laws into 
the ranks of labour.

Mass Meeting in Whitechapel 


On Wednesday evening Chief Rabbi Dr. Schorr described the 
situation of the Jews in Poland, and the relief measures being taken 
by the Ort-Oze and other Organisations, to a mass meeting arranged 
by the Federation of Polish Jews in Great Britain at the Pavilion 
Theatre, Whitechapel. Mr. Nahum Sokolow, President of the 
Federation, was in the Chair. 

After the meeting had been opened by Mr. W. Wolf (Chairman of the 
Federation), Mr. SOKOLOW welcomed Dr. Schorr and went on to explain 
the connection between the Polish situation and the upbuilding of 
Palestine, describing the part which Polish Jews had taken in that 
upbuilding. There were, he said, differences of opinion and, different 
parties among the Jews in the Diaspora who hoped one day to go to 
Palestine: but one thing was certain, and came first: they had to be kept 
alive; and in Poland to-day many were in danger of dying from hunger. 
It was with the object of asking his co-religionists outside Poland not to 
rest till the distress was relieved that Dr. Schorr had come. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M.P., said that much was made in England of 
the new arrangement to give milk to the children in the schools; but did 
anyone realise that as many. as 75 per cent. of the Jewish children in 
Poland had never known what it wr. (o have a proper ration of milk or 
a proper allowance of bread”? 

Dr. SCHORR then gave his address, drawing particular attention to the 
co-operative system which made it impossible for Jewish tradesmen to 
earn a livelihood and to the new laws entailing examinations, registrations 
and other obstructions in the way of Jewish craftsmen continuing their 
trades. He made a moving appeal for assistance in the efforts of relief 
and reconstruction that were being made, especially in caring for the 
children and training the youth for occupations. 

‘lhe Rev. M. L. PERLZWEIG said that no one listening to an account 
of the Polish situation such as Dr. Schorr had given could be satisfied 
that Jews in this country had done their duty to their brethren. What 
that meeting had to do was to give a lead to the Anglo-Jewish Community 
to launch a movement that would serve to keep alive the self-respect of 
Polish Jewry. 

Dr. A. SINGALOWSKY pointed ont that the very efforts made by 
European Governments to-day to control and systematise industry made 
it impossible for thousands of Jews to continue as small traders and they 
must make up their minds that their traditional vocations simply did not 
fit into the modern scheme of things. 

A resolution was put to the meeting by Mr. A. Tarlo, which included 
a suggestion that inthe third appeal to be made for German Jewry the 
position of Polish Jewry should also be consi..ered. On the Chairman 
objecting to the paragraph on the ground that the third appeal was not 
yet launched and efforts to relieve Polish Jewry were necessary 
immediately, a resolution was carried urging the leaders of Anglo-Jewry 
to prepare a constructive programme for the alleviation of the lotof Polish 
Jewry and to launch an appeal for the necessary funds to the Jewries of 
the British Empire. 

Mr. L. JoskoWITZ announced that the Federation had just recently 
despatched £1,500 to Warsaw. 


The Mosley Menace 
From Mr. S. C. HAMBURGER 
To the Editor of THe JEWwIsH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—One would have thought that after the catastrophic fall of the 
Jewish Community in Germany, our English leaders would have “sat up 
and taken notice,” and profited by the mistakes of their co-religionists, 

You may, therefore, well understand the surprise which I felt when, 
on reading of a General Meeting of one of the largest Friendly Societies in 
the country, I learned that their President had made an appeal to the 
Jewish Youth in the country “to refrain from joining any Anti-Fascist 
Organisations.” Without even examining the hidden purpose of his 
words, and I feel that there must be a hidden meaning, one is 
struck by the paradoxical position created when we are asked to refrain 
from joining those organisations which are opposed to our enemies. But on 
eXamining the remark closer the position becomes clearer still. Fascism, 
if we are to accept Mosley as a responsible Fascist, is opposed to the 
Jews; and therofore we as Jews shouid do all in our power to prevent the 
aforementioned from organising a terror in England, To me, the question 
of method is simple. Whether or not the Jews of this country hal 
opposed Mosley, would have little effect, were he to obtain power. At 
the moment we have no specifically Jewish Anti-Fascist Organisation. 
But are we merely to remain onlookers at a struggle which might ultimately 
prove to be extremely costly to us? I say emphatically, No! It is, and 
would be, nothing more than a sign of our degeneracy were we to leave 
the struggle against Fascism to our Democratic friends. Are we to shelter 
behind these movements which oppose and fight Fascism, or are we to do 
the correct and honourable thing, take an active part in combating the 
fate which is prepared for us by a political demagogue, whose very appea!

DARK PAGES OF GERMAN HISTORY 


The Berlin Diaries. The private journals of a general in the 
German War Ministry, edited by Dr. Helmut Klotz. (Jarrolds, 18s.) 


Whether or not actually the diary of a German general (the name of 
General von Schleicher was at one time mentioned in connection with it) 
this book is undoubtedly written by someone who had considerable 


insight into the back-stage workings of German politics. “A tale of 
unrelieved indecisions, jealousy, cowarlice, conspiracy and simple 


corruption,” as Edgar Mowrer writes im his introduction, it is a most vivid 
historical account of the political developments which ultimately led to 
Hitler's appointment as Chancellor of the Reich when his movement Was 
on the verge of breakdown, All the myths with which the Nagis love to 
surround their assumption of power are exposed without mercy and dis- 
close a group of plotters, only too willing to renounce at vital moments 
the very nucleus of their creed and programme for the sake of a cabinet 
seat, Trickery and treachery on al! sides, no means too low to be adopted, 
From this mass of intrigue Hitler emerges as victor, hand in hand with 
his erstwhile enemy, von Papen, and thoroughly reconciled with Hinden- 
burg who threw him out without saying good-bye only five months before. 

An outstanding feature of this fascinating account is the writer's 
portrayal of the late Reichspresident. He does not mince his words in 
condemning the “old gentleman” for more than one breach of his oath 
to the Constitution of Weimar. Indeed, the story of the East German 
Relief Fund scandal, which acted as driving force towards the ultimate 
issue, deprives the figure of Hindenburg of much of its dignity. He had 
no scruples in disregarding the Constitution in order to save his fellow- 
landowners in East Prussia from exposure, and delivered Germany to the 
Brown Shirts. 

And the soldierly Hindenburg who stamis by his word suffers just as 
much humiliation in connection with the only reference to the Jewish 
problem contained in these diaries. It is Hindenburg’s uhforgotten letter 
to the “Centralverein ” on August 16th, 1932 (only a few days after he 
had granted Hitler the first interview and had practically thrown him 
out), in which he denounced anti-Semitism and declared that he would 
‘lo everything he could to prevent any attack or even any slight on the 
Jews. After all, under the Constitution of Weimar all Germans are equal 
before the Law. The outrageous treatment of the Jews in Germany is a 
flat violation of the constitution Hindenburg had sworn to defend. Itisa 
poor consolation that the late President insisted on seeing the Jewish 
ex-soldiers included among the recipients of the new war medal. 

The book closes with a bitter parallel: “In 1806 a Prussian major 
was sentenced by court-martial to death. He had delivered the fortress 
of Spandau into the hands of the advancing French Army without being 
pressed and without striking a blow, That man Paul 
Beneckendorff und von Hindenburg.”

SCHUBERT-SYNAGOGUE COMPOSER 

Schubert, by Ralph Bates. (Peter Davies, 5s.) 

With all due respect to the requirements of the films, Mr. Bates’ 
contribution to Davies’ series of short biographies will undoubtedly be 
appreciated by all those who see.in Franz Schubert more than a sum of 
anecdoges, and in his music than a for 
romanticism, 

Equipped with a profound knowledge of Schubert's works Mr. Bates 
has the gift of depicting with sharp strokes of the pen a vivid picture of 
the man and musician, both as a landmark in history and as a product of 
his environments, personal and artistic... The first half of the book is 
devoted not merely to an account of the great composer's life but also 
gives much insight into social and artistic conditions in Vienna in the 
beginning of the 19th century. The latter part gives as comprehensive a 
survey and analysis of Schubert's works as space pernits. 

The reader will be surprised to learn that Schubert in 1828, the last

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN 


Some time ago, an unusually promising first novel was published by 
Betty Spiro. The authoress, who has since married Dr. Emanuel Miller, 
has now written another novel, SUNDAY (by Betty Miller, GoHancz, 
7s. 6a. net). It is an extraordinarily sensitive, not a little sensual and 
rather pitiless, analysis of a selfish character. It would be absurd to 
attempt to describe in a single paragraph an action which the anthoress 
considers to require a fall volume for its elaboration. The impression 
carried away is that this novel, notwithstanding its competence and @ 
curious haunting beauty is in fact, like its precursor, only an experiment. 
One ventures to predict that one day—probably not in the too distant 
future—Mrs. Miller will produce a work which will place her in the front 
rank of contemporary English novelists. 


A notable name in Anglo-Jewish history is recalled by ne GC. Bi 
Simon, a grandnepliew of the late Sir John Simon who was a foremost 
figure both in communal and in legal life half a century ago. Mr. Simon's 
new novel—not his first—is entitled SLEEPING DRAUGHT (Houghton and 
Seott-Snell, Ltd. 7s. 6d. net): but fortunately, this wild extravaganza 
does not live up to its name, 


Under the title of “ Palestine Strides Forward,” Mr. Israel Cohen has 
av article in the January number of the FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW, in which 
he describes the principal features of the economic development that ha, 
taken place in Palestine and deals with the projected political reform.

The October-December issue of GENERAL PRACTICE (a Review of 
British and Foreign Medicine), which has just appeared, contains, by 
way of an editorial, extracts from the “ Daily Gazette” and “ Le Monde 
Oucrier.” both of Montreal, setting out the facts in the case of Dr. Sam 
Rabinovitch, who was compelled to resign an appointment at the Notre 
Dame Hospital in Montreal in consequence of the anti-Semitic attitude of 
the staff of that and other Montreal hospitals. The case has already 
been dealt with at some length in our columns. Both the newspapers 
cited commente lin scathing terms on this manifestation of anti-Semitisn. 
The same issue of GENERAL PRACTICE also contains a short article on 
Maimonides, with special reference, of course, to his career as a physician. 


The current issue of ROMANIA contains an article on “The Origin of 
‘Ghetto,’ ” which the author, Mr. Cecil Roth, optimistically describes as 
“a final word.” After detailing the various etymologies of the termi which 
have been offered in the past (in particular that from the Hebrew ‘irf, 
which has recently been revived under influential auspices), he pro- 
nounces unequivoeally in favour of the derivation from the Venetian get, 
or foundry, on the site of which the Jews were penned up in 1516. This 
seems to be placed beyond the bounds of conjecture in view of the fact 
that the so-called “New” Ghetto, and not the “ Old,” was the original 
Jewish quarter. Uptothe seventeenth century, indeed, a cannon-ball 
was to be seen affixed to the wall near the gate, as though to testify to 
the origin of the name. 


In the January MODERN LANGUAGE REVIEW, Mr. Roth has an article 
on Joio Pinto Delgado, the famous Marrano poet of the seventeenth 
century, 

Mr. Nathan Morris's Hebrew Reader HAYELED is now issned in a 
revised edition, a number of emendations having been made by the author 
in the light of actual classroom experience with the first edition.

Judaism in Czechoslovakia owes 
much to him, but he is Known far beyond the borders of his native land. 
which he served for many years in various official positions. He is now 
wedded to literature, and his jubilee, which is the occasion of this volume. 
is a reminder that he is still young in years, No reminder is needed that 
he is young in spirit, 


It is difficult to discern the purpose or usefulness of 613 FRAGEN UND 
ANTWORTEN—EIN QUERSCHNITT DURCH DAS JUDENTUM, by Dr. E. 
Gronthal and G. Kutschuk (Varia-Verlagsauslieferung, Berlin). It may be 
that some enquiring mind might be tempted to ask ‘‘ What is the best- 
known Jewish figare in English literature?” This book will help him 
only after he has waded through a few hundred other equally pertinent 
questions. When he has done so he may be surprised to find that the 
answer is Shylock. Some of the other answers are as remarkable as the 
questions. Thus it will be news to most people that Sir Matthew Nathan 
was responsible for the defence of London during the War. The claim of 
the authors that they may have male *‘a modest contribution to the 
honour of the Jewish name” can only be conceded if big stress is laid on 
the word modest.”

And the soldierly Hindenburg who stands by his word suffers just as 
much humiliation in connection with the only reference to the Jewish 
problem contained in these diaries. It is Hindenburg’s unforgotten letter 
to the “Centralverein” on August 16th, 1932 (only a few days after he 
had granted Hitler the first interview and hal practically thrown: him 
out), in which he denounced anti-Semitism and declared that he would 
ilo everything he could to prevent any attack ov even any slight on the 
Jews.

Notes on Books and Authors 


Anthony Thorne’s DELAY IN THE SUN (Heinemann. 7s. 4c.) is an 
imaginative and beautifully written novel. Ona simple motif—the maroon- 
ing of a group of British travellers for a couple of da¥s in a tiny Spanish 
town-—a vigorous and complex symphony of human hopes and failures. of 
love enduring and ephemeral, is created. The characters, major and minor. 
throb with life and (save for brief lapses when they tend to talk “like a 
book”) they hold our interest from start to finish. In the languorous 
atmosphere of a Spanish summer passions are unchained and things 
happen-—well, as things may be expected to happen in such a setting. 
Through the story moves the Jewish commercial traveller, amiable vet 
lonely, no model for the moralist, yet not forfeiting our sympathy, and 
finding companionship at last with the Crypto-Jewess whom his Jewish 
heart (moved to the core by the Nazi persecutions in Germany) will recall, 
we feel sure, to her people. The dirge for the children of Israel is but 
one theme out of many, but, to a Jewish reader, at least, the few pages 
that contain it are the most moving in the book. Mr. Thorne is not a Jew; 
the acumen he has displayed in reading the Jewish mind is a convincing 

proof of his ability. 
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Some time ago, an unusually promising first nov el Was published by 
Betty Spiro. The authoress, who has since married Dr. Emanuel Miller, 
has now written another novel, SUNDAY (by Betty Miller, GoHanez, 
7s.

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The Wooden Synagogues of Eastern Europe 


LUKOMSKI EXHIBITION OPENED 


The Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. H. Hertz, opened last Sunday afternoon 
at Woburn House the exhibition of water-colours, drawings and 
sketches of old synagogues in Poland and Eastern Europe by Professor 
George Lukomski. As announced in the preliminary account of the 
exhibition in last week's Jewish CHRONICLE, the exhibition is being 
held until the 28th inst., under the joint auspices of the Ben Uri 
Jewish Art Gallery and the Jewish Museum. 

In the absence of the President of the Ben Uri Jewish Art Gallery, 
Mr. Israel M. Sieff, last Sunday's function was presided over by Mr. 
WILFRED SAMUEB, the Chairman of the Jewish Museum, who said 
that the collection on view had been acquired by Mr. Sieff and Mr. 8. 
Trilling (who was among those present), and that after being shown in 
London its ultimate destination would be the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem. This was the first time that this collection had been shown 
under Jewish auspices, and it was the last time they would be able to see 
it in London. 

The CHIEF RABBI said that everything that belonged to peasant and 


folk art Was interesting from the human point of view. There were very ~ 


few examples of Jewish folk. art. In these small villages of Poland, 
Lithuania and Czechoslovakia, where the people were too poor to put up 


stone structures, the folk artists themselves built their Synagogues of 
wood, 


A SYNAGOGUE AT PINSK, BY GEORGES LUKOMSKI 


Dr. Hertz spoke of the beauty and individuality of these Synagogal 
buildings through which, he said, a new branch of Jewish folk-art was 
revealed. One could see, especially if they studied their interiors, the 
loving care that was devoted to the artistic creation of the Bimah and 
Aron Kodesh. It showed too, that the people living in the Polish and 
Russian villages, where the poverty of Jewish life from the fourteenth 
to the seventeenth centuries Was very great, gave of their best 
to the erection and beautification of these Synagogues. Wherever they 
had sincerity and love, there was something of striking originality and 
beauty, and these peasant builders brought love and sincerity to their 
work, One could see that these Synagogues were not put up by strangers, 
but by the people themselves. Their Aho? was part of their life and of 
their soul. The Chief Rabbi suggested that a volume should be issued 
and named “ The Wooden Syvagogues of Slavonic Countries.” 


I asked Professor Lukomski (writes our representative) how it came 
about that he, a non-Jew, should take such a keen artistic interest in 
Synagogues. “In observing,” he replied, “the different stvles of archi- 
tecture that have been studied, it struck me that the one that had 
received no attention whatever by art historians was that of these Jewish 
buildings. And because this subject had scarcely been touched, it 
interested me.”

Last week an illuminated address was presented to Mr. S, E. Sklan

A MILLION JEWS IN WANT 


ORT-OZE’S HEALTH AND RECONSTRUCTION WORK 


Chief Rabbi Professor Dr. M. Schorr, of Warsaw, addressed & 
gathering at the Adolph Tuck Hall of the Communal Centre, on Monday 
evening, on *‘ Polish Jewry at the Dawn of 1935.” The address was given 
under the auspices of the British Ort-Oze, Mr. Leon Rees presiding. 

The CHAIRMAN expressed the sympathy of the Meeting with the 
President of the Ort-Oze, Lord Rothschild, in the loss he had sustained by 
the death of his mother, Lady Rothschild, 

Dr. SCHORR said that the economic degradation of Polish Jewry 
and the hardships connected with their struggle for a bare eXistence 
had lately assumed such proportions that not only the leaders of 
Polish Jewry but Jewry in other countries had become greatly 
alarmed. Not less than one-third of the entire Jewish popula- 
tion of Poland was to-day dependent on charity in some form or 
other. In many Communities, the Jewish applicants for charity con- 
stituted .60 per cent. of the local Jewish population. Staggering as 
were these figures they did not exhaust the full range of Jewish tragedy. 
They must not forget the numerous families who formerly belonged to 
the Jewish upper and middle classes, families who were habitual con- 
tributors to charity and who had now themselves been reduced to priva- 
tion. These unfortunate people, bent on saving appearances and refusing 
to accept aid, escaped inclusion in the statistics--and it was probably 
these people who were foremost in swelling the number of snicides in 
Poland. The state of depression under which the three million Polish 
Jews lived was not abating. It particularly affected that numerous class 
of pett¥ traders and so-called Luftmenschen, the traditional Jewish middl 
men, who had lost practically every source from which they derived an 
eXistence. Unfortunately, not only did the ue neral economic crisis in 
Poland prevent any improvement in the Jewish position, but those very 
measures of economic reorganisation which Polish authorities were 
adopting to relieve the crisis, tended to aggravate the situation of Jewry, 
though frequently benetiting the general population, 

Work and Health 

It was a great satisfaction, proceeded Dr. Schorr, that Palestine had 
been able to absorb a number of Polish Jews in the last two yvears ; but 
to remedy the situation to any appreciable extent the Polish Jews must 
lock: to economic self-aid in Poland itself. this direction, 
efforts were being made, and those successes which Polish Jewry was 
achieving, with little help from abroad, combined to form the only 
bright spot in the dark situation. The work was carried on by th 
Polish sister Organisation of the Oze (the Toz) in caring for the health 
of the people, and by the Ort in the promotion of trades and agriculture 
among the Jews. The Ort realised that the growing generation must 
he adapted to the changed conditions of life, and had organised a 
series of vocational schools for young people as well as training workshops 
for adults. Of the 114 Ont institutions for vocational training, fifty were 
in the Polish Republic. There were 5,500 people receiving instruction in 
Ort schools and workshops; and during the last ten years the Polish Ort 
had instructed about 25,000 people in handicrafts and industrial work, 

Societies for the protection of health, Dr. Schorr said, were known in 
other countries of Eastern Europe as the Oze, but in the case of Poland 
were united under the Toz, of which he was the Vice-President. . The 
Toz supported 200 institutions, among them maternity and children’s 
welfare centres, dental, ex-ray and artificial sunlight clinics, hospitals, 
sanatoriums and summer colonies. About 6,000 infants were treated 
vearly by the welfare centres. 37,000 children (tin over 300 schools! were 
medically treated and fed. In the systematic war waged by the Toz 
against tuberculosis there were, in January, 1933, 9.500 cases unde: 
supervision ; while in the fight against favus 17,000 cases had been cured 
in the past ten years. The budget of the Toz for the last ten years 
reached £600,000, 

After Rabbi Dr. I. I. Mattuck, Lt.-Col. J. H. Levey and Mr. 8. Y. 
Jacobi had spoken, Mr. A, Tarlo, on behalf of the Federation of Polish 
Jews, expressed the desire of the Federation to co-operate with the 
Ort-Oze, and said the time was ripe for a united appeal in this country on 
behalf of Polish Jewry. Dr. Singalowsky, of the Central Committee of 
the Ort in Paris, attended the meeting.

FURTHER CORRESPONDENCE FROM EXECUTIVE 


AN “UNJUSTIFIED ATTITUDE” 
COMMUNICATED. | 


The Executive of the Zionist Organisation recently sent the 
following letter to the World Union of General Zionists in Poland: 

When we wrote to you on the above matter, we hoped that 
you would, in accordance with our request, by influencing your 
friends in Poland, try to prevent illegal steps leading to a split in 
the Organisation. To our regret we see from your letter that, on 
the contrary, you, in the name of the Organisation of General 
Zionists in Congress Poland, approve and defend the steps that have 
been taken. We are very much astonished that, despite our 
explanations, you have taken up such an unjustified attitude and 
must, in reply to the arguments of your letter, direct your attention 
to the following: 

1. You appear to be mistaken with regard to the relations between 
your World Union and the Executive of the Zionist Organisation, as well 
as regarding the obligations applying to your Union which arise out of the 
laws of the Zionist Organisation and the status of the World Union. You 
must understand that in the case of a difference of opinion between the 
Executive and yourselves in regard to the application of Zionist laws, you 
are, indeed, justified in bringing to our knowledge your divergent opinion 
and in trying to effect a change of our standpoint by means of a discussion. 
But you cannot publicly declare that you adhere to your divergent opinion 
and, without any regard to the requests of the Executive, support actions 
which the Executive considers as illegal. 

2. Your Union was founded as an association of Zionist Federations 
and can only discharge its task properly if its activity results in a consoli 
dation and strengthening of the Federations which form the pillars of our 
Organisation as a whole. Every act that is in contradiction thereto and 
that threatens to bring about the splitting and disintegration of the 
‘Territorial Federations instead of strengthening them, would be in conflict 
with the legitimate mission of your Union, and signify an injury to the 
interests of the World Zionist Organisation, which the Executive as well 
as your Union must resist with all the power at its disposal. 

4. It is true that you, in your Statute, have provided that not only 
Federations but also “ Territorial Groups of General Zionists ” can belong 
to your Union. Whenthe Executive took note of the establishment of 
your Union on October 26th, 1931, it wrote to you as follows with regard 
to the relevent paragraph in your Statute : 

“The present wording of the paragraph can be so construed that within a 
Federation, which, although comprising only General Zionists, declines to join 
the World Union, a minority can organise itself as a territorial group and join 
the World Union. If this were thé case, then, by applying the principle of 
reciprocity in the Federations which belong to the World Union, minorities 
could claim the right to form a territorial group of persons of a different view. 
It is clear that the Executive cannot agree to support developments which 
Could lead to a disintegration and not to a strengthening of the Federations, anc 
for this reason we propose that this paragraph should be formulated as follows : 

‘In countries whose Federation also embraces Separate Union groups 
and on this account is not a member of the World Union, Territorial groups 
of General Zionists can be formed which have the right to jom the World 

Union as members.” 

You are aware from our letter of October 18th, 1934, that the relevant 
paragraph of your Statute can be approved by the Executive only in this 
wording. It follows therefrom that the intended establishment of a 
‘Territorial Group of your Union in Congress Poland, involving a split of the 
local Zionist Federation, cannot be permitted. 

4, Your Union forms a working association of Zionist Federations (and 
perhaps also Territorial Groups), but not a separate Union, as is expressl, 
laid down in Paragraph 4 of your Statute. It cannot therefore appeal to 
examples that are taken from the life of separate Unions or of parties that 
wish to be recognised as separate Unions, all the more as some of these 
examples refer to actions which, according to the constitution of the 
Zionist Organisation, are illegal. The fact thatin certain countries there 
are bodies that call themselves Zionist, which have come into existence by 
disregarding the constitution of the Zionist Organisation, does not entitle 
your Union, which expressly declared in Paragraph 6 of its Statute that its 
laws may not be in conflict with the laws of the Zionist Organisation, to 
demand that within its activity, actions shall be sanctioned which are 
inadmissible according to the law of the Zionist Organisation. 

5. The right of the Eth Libnoth group to develop an activity within 
the Zionist Federation of Poland, to be a part of this Federation, and to 
represent its views unhindered, is not disputed on any side. The Eth 
Libnoth group has for years worked as part of the Zionist Federation of 
Poland, and it can continue its activity in this form in the future without 
hindrance. But it has not the right to withdraw from the Zionist 
‘Territorial Federation and to establish an Organisation of General Zionists. 
The establishment of such an organisation is in contradiction to paragraph 
sSofour Statute and therefore cannot be recognised. The fact that the 
Eth Libnoth group has been in communication with you already for a 


_ tong time does not In any way affect thé illegality of your present mode 


of procedure. 

6. We regret that you, in paragraph 5 of your letter, dispute the 
accuracy of a statement made by us. We musttherefore. inform vou 
that there has come to our knowledge a technical Circular No. 1 issued by 


the Organisation of General Zionists in Poland, which cofttains the follow- 
ing passage : 


IN 


To-day Jewry’s Greatest Need

Tax Yourself a Penny a Day for Your J.N.F. Blue oa

‘In view of the fact that we are creating an organisation of our own, it is 
clear that our members are withdrawing from the Zionist Organisation of 
Poland. In this way all obligations towards the Central Committee of the 
aforementioned Organisation in regard tg discipline, as well as the payment of 
Organisation contributions, ceases. Weare convinced that not only individua! 
members but also whole societies will join our Union. You must endeavour to 
carry out such resolutions at the meetings of your Society.” 

You will doubtless be able, on the basis of this quotation, to form a 
correct idea of the character of the Organisation of General Zionists, 
which aims at replacing the Zionist Federation and leading its member. 
and societies astray to take up a stand against their legal Centra! 
Committee. 

7. This matter has nothing to do with political and other views of the 
members of the Zionist Federations. The members of the Zionis! 
Federation for Poland have full liberty within the Basle programme an:| 
the decisions of the Zionist Congresses to represent the points of view 
each of them considers to be right. So far the members of the group 
Eth Libnoth have made use of this right, and those members who hold the 
so-called Radical views can claim ‘the same liberty for themselves. The 
fact that the members of the Central Committee hold this or that view, or 
are in close touch with this or that Congress fraction, is without any 
significance from the standpoint of the Organisation. 

8. In your letter you state that you are trying to unite the Eth Libnoth 
group with the Central Committee of the Federation and to prevent a 
split. We request you to continue these endeavours with the utmost 
energy, but at the same time to see to it that until these efforts are 
successful, all steps that can lead to the establishment of a separate 
organisation of the General Zionists in Poland and thus to the splitting of 
the Federation shall cease.- We are quite ready to consider any further 
arguments that you or the leaders of the Eth Libnoth group wish to advance’ 
and shall devote to them the most careful attention, but must insist that 
until any decision is taken by the Executive every activity that is declared 
by us to be illegal shall be avoided. 

As you have published your letter to us we find ourselves obliged to 
communicate this reply to the press for the information of the genera! 
public.

Welcome to Mr. Nahum Sokolow 
A RECORD-BREAKING TOUR 


A Publie Meeting was held on Tuesday under the auspices of the 
Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland and the Keren 
Hayesod, to welcome Mr. Nahum Sokolow on his return from a tour 
on behalf of the Keren Hayesod in South Africa and Palestine. 

The Chief Rabbi, who presided, said that that was a demon- 
stration of affection and respect for Mr. Sokolow. When the 
Hitler tragedy came they found that there was only one land 
which was capable of admitting refugees by the tens of thousands. 
Among the men who had been at work from the very beginning to 
create that National Home was Nahum Sokolow. On the financial 
side Mr. Sokolow could do wonders. He had gone to South Africa 
and beaten his own record by having collected £145,000. And while 
he had collected the money, he was defending his people in the 
blood libel trial in which he gave testimony in the court with 
gratifying results. For sixty years Nahum Sokolow had been 
writing, speaking, teaching and agitating in the service of the Jewish 
cause and for the revival of the Hebrew language. Nahum Sokolow 
was a great spiritual asset to the Jewish people. 

Speaking in Yiddish, the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, on behalf of the 
Zionist Federation and the heren Hayesod Council, paid tribute to 
Mr. Sokolow who, he said, had worked both for the material require- 
ments of Eretz Yisrael and for the spiritual! side of their work. He 
took that occasion to refer to the next Congress to be held in the 
summer, and appealed to the Jews of this country to do their duty 
in the matter of purchasing Shekalim. 

Dr. 5. Brodetsky said that Nahum Sokolow was not adorned by 
the position which he held, but he adorned that position, and those 
of them who had the privilege of working in the Executive under 
his leadership knew that they were working under the leadership of 
a man who had for over half-a-century represented Jewish learning, 
Hebrew writing, political thinking and political activity. Dr. 
Brodetsky made an eloquent appeal for unity in the Zionist ranks. 

Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., said he sometimes wondered how it 
had been possible for one man to have achieved as much as had Mr.

While recognising the Board as perhaps the most important politica’ 
representative Jewish body in Europe, always keenly alive to the interest. 
of Jewry, the paper thinks that the Jewish situation in Poland has been 
badly handled by Mr. Laski. The chief complaint, one gathers, is tha! 
Mr. Laski is supposed to have made miverse remarks concerning tix 
Polish Government for its treatment of the Jew; also that he is allege:| 
to have uttered some reflections on the orthodox leaders (meanin,. 
presumably the Agudah) in Poland. In this connection the write: 
observes that Mr. Laski’s tactics when visiting Poland and his ultimat 
report on the visit, lead one to suspect that the Board of Deputies were 
departing from the traditional line of policy. ‘ 

Formerly the procedure of the Board was to investigate the con- 
ditions on the spot, and such investigations were made with the utmost 
care, and the reports submitted were absolutely impartial. It was also 
the principle of the Board not to intervene in the internal affairs in 
countries where Jews enjoyed political representation, Mr. Laski, how- 
ever, appears to have departed from the traditional procedure. . . . 
The writer does not state in which way Mr, Laski misrepresented th 
Jewish position in Poland. But he complains that the President of the 
Board completely ignored the “largest Jewish party, the Agudah,” 
and that without hearing the views of their representatives, he venture:| 
to criticise its policy and its institutions. And, moreover, having drawn 
his information from a one-sided source, he inevitably gave a wrony 
picture of the relations between the Jews in Poland and their Government. 

The writer gives no details and hardly points to any inaccu. 
racies in Mr. Laski's..account—so the conclusion one arrives at is 
that the main grievance against Mr. Laski is that he did not consult 
the leaders of the Agudah, whose political sagacity, as most people 
are aware, is proverbial. However, the President of the Board stil! 
has a chance to rectify matters, for the article suggests that Mr. 
Laski should pay another visit to Poland, if—for no other reason 
than to discuss matters with the Agudah.

NON-ZIONISTS AND “HATIKVAH ” 


What should be the attitude of the non-Zionists in regard to 
“Hatikvah"? Our Jewish national anthem contains passages 
expressing full-blooded Zionist principles, which may not be wholly 
acceptable to non-Zionists.

Snubs for Nazi “ Race-ologists”’ 


Much prominence has been given in the Italian Press recently 
to a sharp attack on German racial theories by Giovanni Papini, the 
well-known author. The Germans, who, from the Middle Ages, were 
despised by the other nations, he writes, feel the need of asserting 
themselves by now declaring that they are superior to all the others. 
The race theory is nothing more than a veiled expression of German 
truculence. The Germans, who have not for a long time produced any 
men of front rank, the last Germans of world renown being Jews, 
like Einstein and Freud, are trying to get out of it by glorifying the 
German nation as a whole. | 

The Italian Neurological Society has elected Professor Kosen.- 
stein, the Director of the Berlin Jewish Hospital, as foreign corres- 
ponding member. When Hitler entered into power in Germany the 
German Neurological Society excluded Professor Rosenstein from lis 
midst, although he was its founder. 


Pope Receives Hungarian Chief Rabbi 

Dr. Hevesi, the Chief Rabbi of Budapest, was received in private 
audience by Pope Pius XI. last week and discussed a number of 
matters of Jewish interest. Ur. Hevesi described to the Pope the 
difficulties in which the Jews of several countries of Central Europe 
find themselves owing to growing race hatred, which stood in 
complete contradiction to Christian ethics. 

The Pope disclosed that he had spoken about this question with 
Jewish scholars, and mentioned particularly his close friendship 
with the Chief Rabbi of Milan, Professor Alessandro Fano. He 
concluded the audience by wishing peace to the Jewish people. 

A monument has been crected in the town of Vercilli to the memory 
of Aldo Milano, a Jewish Fascist who was killed during the struggles of 
fourteen years ago. Representatives of the Fascist Party and of the 
Jewish Community were present at the unveiling ceremony. 


FRANCE — Following the secession of the Emigdirekt from the Hicem, 
an Association for Jewish emigration and colonisation has been founded 
in Paris by the Ort-Oze-Emigdirekt, under the title of Emeol. Dr. 
Bramson, the President of the Ort, Dr. Julius Brutzkus and Mr. Woytinsky 
have been elected as the Presidium of the new organisation. 


POLAND—Three Jews were injured in the Nalewki district of 
Warsaw recently following an attack by National Radicals. Five of the 
assailants were arrested. In Wawer, near Warsaw, a Jew had his arm 
blown off by a bomb that exploded outside his shop, The shop was com- 
pletely wrecked. The National Radical organ SZTAFETA has again made 
its appearance, and is carrying on a violent anti-Jewish campaign. 

As the result of a last minute attempt by Jewish economic represen- 
tatives to save Jewish artisans threatened by the new Industrial Law 
with the loss of the right to carry on their trade, the authorities have 
allowed a temporary respite for all Jews who made application to practise 
prior to December 3ist, 1954. In this way, several thousand Jewish 
artisans will be saved from the immediate danger of the loss of their 
livelihood. 


IRAQ 


Mr. Levy's Sentence Upheld 
——-~H -

Following a re-trial in camera, the sentence of one year’s imprison- 
ment with hard labour passed on Mr. Levy, the Baghdad bookseller, 
accused of “ attacking Iraq" by writing a letter to the MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN complaining of anti-Jewish discrimination, has been 
upheld by the District Magistrate. The year in prison is to be 
followed by a year under police surveillance. It was alleged for the 
prosecution that an Iraqi Moslem merchant in London had sustained 
a loss of nearly £2,000 as a result of a ~ Zionist boycott” following 
the publication of Mr. Levy's letter. 

According to reports received, Mr. Levy is being subjected to 
exceptionally severe treatment in prison. When the Appeal Court 
referred the case back to the District Magistrate, Mr. Levy enjoyed 
a relaxation, but he has now been overloaded again with fatiguing 
tasks. In addition, he is not allowed to read papers or books during 
his leisure hours. 


An enthusiastic welcome was accorded to Lady Humphrys, wife of 
the British Ambassador in Iraq, on the occasion of her recent visit to the 
Laura Kadoorie Girls’ School. Lady Humphrys also visited the Jewish 


Blind Institute and the new hospital, which has lately been named the 
Rima Kadoorie Hospital.

British Art in Industry 

The important thing to bear in mind when visiting the Exhibi- 
tion of British Art in Industry which has been organised by the 
Royal Academy and the Royal Society of Arts at Burlington House 
is the very existence of such an exhibition. One can imagine past 
Presidents of the Academy turning in their graves at the thought o/ 
Burlington House being desecrated by show cases and shop windows. 
There are even kitchen utensils. One must acknowledge unhesi. 
tatingly that this exhibition is, by its very existence, one of the 
very best things that has happened in British art for many a day, 
and it would therefore be ungenerous to labour the many criticisms 
that can be made of it as a representative exhibition. The organ. 
isers show a proper spirit and a sense of the true significance 
of their work when they write in the preface tothe illustrated 
souvenir: “ This is, however, only the beginning of what, properly 
developed, should be a great stimulus to the Nation to use all its 
resources of art, science and commerce towards a higher standard 
of living in every sense of the term.’ Such " proper development ” 
is necessary, for one does not feel that British industrial art gets 
quite a fair deal in this first venture. There are gaps and 
inadequacies, and the organisers have obviously found difficulty 
in striking a balance between safety and wild adventure. There 
is, however, a general level of quiet beauty; and the exhibits 
are attractively displayed. Among designers, manufacturers and 
exhibitors of Jewish interest one finds the following names: B.

“The Times” and the Jews 
From Mr. ISRAEL COHEN 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sik,--I venture to think that your interesting account of the relations 
between THE TIMES and the Jews may, in the interest of a fuller record, 
be usefully supplemented by a reference to the service which that paper 
rendered to the Jewish cause at the time when Poland became an 
independent State. 

It will be recalled that soon after the War various sections of the 
Polish people began to celebrate their national freedom by a series of 
attacks upon the Jews, which aroused world-wide indignation. The Zionist 
Organisation accordingly delegated me in November, 1918, to proceed to 
Poland to investigate the outrages and to draw up a report with a view to 
a cessation of the trouble. My task was furthered by being commissioned 
by Mr. H. Wickham Steed, who was then Editor of THE TIMEs, to 
write some articles for his paper on the results of*my investigations. |! 
contributed two such articles early in 1919. The first dealt with the 
pogrom in Lemberg and outrages in other places, and the second with the 
wider problems of the political rights of the Jews and the question of 
communal autonomy. Both articles were commented upon editorially by 
THE TIMES, and the leader upon the second consisted of a sympathetic 
discussion of the Jewish question in Poland, in which it was proposed that 
the Jews should be given minority representation in the political organs 
of the new State and even that “the League might have a Resident Agent 
in Poland, whose special duty it would be to report on the political and 
social welfare of the less numerous races, and to suggest remedies 
of abuses.”

LEEDS 
The Belgrave Street Synagogue 


|From our Correspondent | 

The question of the future of the Synagogue has been referred 
to more than once at meetings of the United Hebrew Congregation. 
This Synagogue celebrated the 50th anniversary of its foundation a 
few years ago, and until recently it functioned as the premier 
place of worship in the Community. But the march of time has 
played havoe with the important position which it held in days 
gone by. Situated as it is in the centre of the city, it is depleted of 
its worshippers by the obvious fact that. most of them have now 
removed to the suburban districts. The new Synagogue which has 
been erected in the Chapeltown district, has inevitably drawn 
away many of those who hitherto were attached to the parent 
Synagogue. It is pitiful to note how depleted the attendance 
is on Sabbaths at the Belgrave Street Synagogue. The High 
Festivals are the only occasions when it is filled to capacity. 
While it cannot be said that the actual membership has seriously 
fallen off, what must be insisted upon is that the interest of 
members is so woefully lacking; and it is clear that it is 
hardly worth while keeping up a Synagogue if the membership, 
however satisfactory it may be from the financial point of view, is 
80 deplorably apathetic. At more than one recent meeting, the 
President of the United Hebrew Congregation (Mr. D. L. Sandelson) 
has appealed to the members of that particular Synagogue to come 
forward and to show by a renewed interest, as well as by an 
increased attendance on Sabbaths and Festivals, that they really 
feel that the Synagogue has a claim to be retained and not be 
eliminated altogether. The Rev. Dr. J. Abelson has from time to 
time dwelt upon the desuetude into which the Belgrave Street 
Synagogue has fallen, and has also implored the members to evince 
® greater loyalty to their old Synagogue, by giving it a moral 
support which would show that they really and truly possessed 
‘some regard for the high place which it had in previous years held 
in the Community, and from which it had so lamentably fallen away, 


Hebrew as a Communal Language

Boxing 

There are very few first-class Jewish amateur boxers at the moment, 
and their paucity in the amateur ranks is much to be deplored, One of 
the best amateur boxers, however, is H. P. Hollander, a member of the 
Belsize Boxing Club and of the 
British Maccabi. The amateurs have 
in the past supplied many stalwarts 
to the professional ranks, but there 
is no fear of Mr. Hollander deserting 
the amateurs. He can be regarded 
as among the best amate'r welter- 
weights in the country. He has been 
boxing since he was cight years of 
age, and was taught by an army 
instructor. He represented St. 
Paul's School for two years where 
he won two championships. His 
boxing weight has been 10 stune 71bs. 
Whilst still at school, and during the 
ten years since he left, he has been a 
member of the Belsize Club which 
recruits its members wainly from 
the Varsities afd Services. He has 
represented the Club as a welter- 
weight for the eighth consecutive 
season and has been a member of its 
Committee for six years. In his first 
year of memberghip he won the 
Club’s most coveted trophy, the 
Members’ Novices Cup. He won the 
middle-weight title at his own weight 10st. 7lbs.; this weight also 
included light-heavies and in the same year won the Club's open com- 
petition and contests against the Army, R.A.F.,. Navy, Oxford and 
Cambridge. Ever since then, Hollander has fought at first string Welter 
for the Belsize, and his total fights uptodate exceed one hundred, of 
which he has lost only seven. He represented Anglo-Jewry at the Prague 
Maccabiah, and was beaten in the final by the German Olympic ex- 
representative in the last Games. In November, he represented 
the Belsize in Copenhagen against the Danish Champions, and was 
the victim of a bad decision against their reigning champion, Hougaard. 
His athletic activities are not solely confined to boxing, as immediately

Jews and Psychical Research 
A STEADILY INCREASING SOCIETY 

A Correspondent writes : 

Among the lesser known Jewish bodies, the Jewish Society for 
Psychical Research is perhaps, by reason of its uniqueness, one of the 
most interesting. Knowing little or nothing about the technicalities of 
psychics, it would be unfair of me to express any opinion on the subject 
itself. Hence my mention of this body must not be misconstrned as an 
attempt either to encourage Jewish people to join the body or to discourage 
those who are already wembers. The following facts concerning the 
Society were given to me by Mr. A. Victor, the Society's Chairman. The 
body has been in existence for five years. Its membership is not confined 
exclusively to Jews. It meets twice a week, and has permanent premises at 
65, Baker Street, W. The object of its foundation was to spread the belief 
in and knowledge of survival as a fact in nature. There is no question of 
treating the subject asa religion. The Society is a properly constituted body 
with a governing council of sixteen, and a Jewish atmosphere ix carefully 
preserved. it has over 200 contributing members, with a mailing list of a 
further 200. The J.8.P.R. is the only Jewish body of its kind in England. 
Its Hon. President is Miss Regina Miriam Bloch, and Rabbi Dr. Silverstone 
is its Hon. Vice-President. Membership has so increased of late that the 
Society has almost outgrown its present premises and anew centre is 
being songht. 1 was told the interesting fact that a number of people 
attended meetings under a cloak of anonymity. The Society claims to be 
rousing definitely greater interest in things Jewish and to be developing 
a deeper feeling of general spirituality. The term “Spiritualism,” I was 
reminded, conveyed different meanings to different people. Although my 
attendance at one of the mectings did not teach me much about 
Spiritualism or Psychics, | conld not but be impressed by the obvious 
sincerity of these students of the subject,

GOLD COAST SELECTION TRUST 


SOME PROMISING INTERESTS 

The fifth Ordinary General Meeting of the Gold Coast Selection Trust, Lt:., 
was held on January l5th, at River Plate House, EC, 

Mr. H. G. Latilla (the Chairman) said that their investments. standing at 
£223,605, with a market value of £4.8,242 at the date of the accounts, consisted 
of British Government securities and a substantial shareholding in the Ariston 
Gold Mines.

MR. AGNEW’S SPEECH

SATAN MAKES A PERSONAL APPEARANCE 


One of the curious features of black magic seems to be i). 
immensely complicated ritual which its practicers find necessa: 
in order to summon Satan to their presence. In this play, youn. 
David Bedford found the formula and apparatus ready to band in . 
secret cupboard in one of those dear old country houses that wer: 
designed, 1 surmise, hundreds of years ago for the benefit of our 
contemporary stege. The author, in common with most of bhi. 
fellow human beings, having got his Satan nicely moored alongside. 
is in a hopeless difficulty what to do with him. 

Mr. Kenneth Horne had a fruitful idea in this play, as old and a. 
interesting as the story of Faustus, and offering the whole dualistic proble: 
of good and evil from which to pick out tit-bits for thoughtful mastication. 
But he was determined to tell a story, a tale of the corruption of.a fami!\ 
by the influence of Mr. Satan, and lest he should be accused of decking 
his plot with highbrowdery, it seems he deliberately missed his five 
chances and allowed commonplace facts to jostle themselves into the sort 
of police-court sweepings which are usually entered up against the prince 
of demons. Treachery, envy, greed and drunkenness dominate these 
formerly nice people—all but David's flancée, who, metaphorically, 
speaking, slams the door in the devil's face, asks bim to step round to the 
back, and finally reduces him to the last extremities of physical decay, a 
dying, agonising creature who reminds one of the words of Jol, 
“his meat in his bowels is turned, it is the gall of asps within him.” 
For Satan had assumed the formn of the long dead and never regretted 
ne’er-do-well father of David, a sufficiently convenient exterior in which 
to answer the summons of black magic, and David speedily became hi- 
helpless slave. Unfortunately, as I say, the nicer possibilities of this 
excellent situation are scarcely touched, any more than are Satan's 
heroic and, therefore, most dangerous features. But even so lightly 
discussed, the story provides pleasant entertainment and allows Sam 
Livesey as “ the old gentieman himself” to give some outstanding acting, 
especially in the first act, and Winifred Shotter to show us her consider. 
able skill throughout, There is some fine fun when Muriel Aked 
succumbs to the evil spirit in bottled form; and Violet Farebrother does 
what she can with the character of David's mother. Mavis Clair is 
pretty enough to need no aphrodisiacs from Satan to draw young David 
from the paths of virtue. Mr. Martin Sabine’s production is effective and 
swift. We must pardon the denonement—after all they were a nice 
family and more factitious means have before now led to salvation, 


Webster at the Embassy 


“THE DUCHESS OF MALFI” 


The presentation of Webster's gruesome play, which Swinburne 
described as the “ most tragic of all the tragedies,” is an exceptionally 
difficult task if anything like justice is to be done to a work which. 
again to quote Swinburne, “stands out among its compeers as one 
of the imperishable and ineradicable landmarks of literature,” Most 
people are agreed as to its literary value, the clear beauty of the 
language, the telling imagery and the emotional power. It is the 
dramatic quality which is so difficult to interpret, largely because 
the story is based on a skilfully cloaked morbid eroticism which 
must be assumed if the play is not to degenerate into meaningless 
melodramatic horrors and the characters into utterly unbelievable 
gargoyles. 

Mr. John Fernald should have been given eight first-rate players, 
each exactly cast and all willing and able to subjugate their reading 
precisely to his vision of the play. There are in this Embassy pro- 
duction obvious signs that these ideal conditions were far from 
realised. Joyce Bland's playing gf the Duchess, let me hasten to 
say, is quite excellent. She has well-judged restraint to intensify 
the pathos and yet lets us see the fire in her blood-and the dignity 
of her character when she has to convey passion. The réle of Ferdi- 
nand is a tricky pitfall, into which John Laurie tumbles with 
conscientions completeness. Ferdinand was a psychological pervert, a 
smlist, and develops quite naturally into a madman. Mr. Lauric 
plays him as a reasoned villain whom remorse deprives of his wits. 
No wonder Neil Porter, who seems quite uncertain what. to 
make of the Cardinal, his brother, yields to the lead given and 
makes him a sort of sepulchral echo of Ferdinand’s villainy. Tern 
Thatcher speaks Antonio's lines beautifully, but seems perplexed as to 
what sort of fellow he really was, while Roy Graham gives up all attempt 
at any opinion of the wretched Daniel, and leaves “‘ the melodrama”™ to 
pull him along. I liked Evelyn Merchant's “‘ Cariola,” probably because, 
as the Duchess’s maid, she was forced under the acting influence of Miss 
Bland who, theatrically speaking, kept her in her place. 

Frankly the company, taking them as a whole, have not the technique 
for such work. Neither the new Shakespearean schoo] nor that of the 
immediate past is any help for playing Webster. He must be faced, as 
indeed must all playwrights of personality, as a problem on his own.

“STRICTLY CONFIDENTIAL’ '—Tivoli (“‘U" Certificate). 


The star of “ The Thin Man” in the successor to “I]t Happened One 
Night!—” and as there is another crashing performance from Myrna Loy and 
more brilliant direction by Frank Capra this joyful prospect is not found 
to deceive. If the film is not quite the equal of “ lt Happened One Night,” 
this is due to the material being on more ordinary lines. It is a rather 
hackneyed race-track subject: but Capra's regular writer, Robert Riskin. 
has developed it on spirited and vigorous lines, and the director has brought 
all his robust but perfected technique to the creation of a real movie. 
One quite forgets in the excitement and joy of the film's progress that it is all 
most unethical and our hero in reality a rascal, however human; though 
we could all sympathise with his revolt from the polite social and financia! 
security which his marriage assured him. Capra seizes the opportunity in 
these early scenes to demonstrate his abilities in high comedy, and a dinner 
called for the purpose of assembling the fanrily board of directors become~ 
richly amusing.

With this clever comedy to follow his ** Unfinished Symphony,” Willy 
Forst becomes a director of international eminence. By perfect timing and 
absolute discretion and with little display of technica) brilliance, he causes 
us to accept the slight story of this film as the most diverting of scandal- 
ous jokes, and in truth the narrative, which is very neatly developed by 
Walter Reisch as author and scenarist, is said to be based on an authentic 
incident. The tale concerns a Viennese society belle who is sketched while 
wearing only a mask and a muff by a fashionable artist. The sketch is 
mistakenly published, and trouble arises because the muff had been 
publicly presented that same evening as first prize at a great carnival, 
but had been borrowed from its owner for the purpose of the visit to the 
artist's studio. The artist in shielding these two ladies invents a most 
uncommon name which, however, happens to be the name of just one 
young lady then resident in Vienna, and subsequent events are intrigu- 
ing and unfailingly diverting. M. Forst handles this typical René 
Clair subject with less novelty perhaps than Clair might have done, but his 
treatment is always fresh and his settings and costumes an artistic 
delight. The leading part is played by an enchanting little actress, Paula 
Wessely, and hardly less delightful is the performance of Hilde ven Stoly 
with an old friend in Olga Tchechowa giving yet another display of charm 
and interest. With the exception of an excellent piece of comedy from Peter 
Peterson, the maleé side is net so distinguished ; but the film has delightful 
musical embellishments, including the Vienna Philharmonic in light- 
hearted Viennese music and a representation with thé aid of records of 
Caruso in “ Rigoletto.”
